It also fails 
to reveal the fact that the repeal of the 
personal property offset will result in in- 
creasing taxation by an estimated sum of 
from .three and a- half to four million dol- 
lars annually. 


The net gain to anyone in this turning 


upside down of the income tax law is not 
. apparent. On the contrary, it is going 
to increase the burden to everyone, and 
more particularly to. the farmer and the 
laborer who will not only pay their own 
increased taxes under the act. but any 
increase to industry as well, which is im- 
diately reflected in the prices of things 
they buy.

CEREBRAL ANEMIA 


Li there such a thing as anemia of the brain, in- 


quires a correspondent, and if there is. will it cause 
headache? The correspondent says she is a girl 
aged 16 and rather anemic and she had almost con- 
stant headache. 


Anemia means blood impoverished either in the 


red corpuscles or in the amount of hemoglobin (col- 
oring matter) in the corpuscles. One who is anemic 
has anemia of the- brain as well as anemia of the 
heart, lungs, and every other organ, or structure 
which receives blood. 


But there is a condition of diminished flow of 


blood to the brain, whether the individual is ane- 
mic or full blooded, and this condition may ac- 
count for headache, though perhaps most ordinary 
headaches are associated rather with the opposite 
state, an excessive flow of blood to the brain. The 
common relief of headache by a dose of salts of any 
kind, even common table salt, is due to the reduc- 
tion of the pressure of the blood in the brain by 
the withdrawal of water from the circulation by the 
affinity of the salt for water. If the headache were 
due to anemia or to insufficient blood in the brain. 
any such' saline cathartic would merely aggravate 
the trouble.

blood should avoid saline cathartics. 


Most physiologists conclude that the circulation 


in the brain is not controlled by vasomotor nerves 
as is the circulation in the rest of the body, but 
that it is indirectly controlled by the pressure of 
the blood in the rest of the body, that is conditions 
which' Induce a rise of general blood pressure 
through constriction of the minute arteries in. the 
general circulation Indirectly bring about an In- 
creased flow of blood to the brain, and vice versa, 
Thus, if the feet and skin surface generally are 
cold, the brain keeps busy and one is wakeful; If 
one warms the feet or gets up andputs on some 
extra cover, the brain again knocks off work and 
sleep returns. 


This varying flow of blood to the brain is not 


the only controlling factor, of course, for the quality 
of the 'blood as well as the quantity must be con- 
cerned in metabolism In brain tissue just as it is 
in the metabolism of other tissues of the body. But 
the amount of blood flowing to the brain is prob- 
ably the main factor In determining mental ef- 
ficiency. 
As I have often mentioned, there Js a great net- 


work or blood vessels within the trunk cavity, a res- 
ervoir, capable of holding one-third of all the blood 
in the body, and it IB the present view of phys- 
icians that sudden relaxation or vasomotor dilation 
in these vessels of the splanchnic pool or area is 
the usual direct cause of fainting, swooning, syn- 
cope, from the sudden withdrawal of blood from 
the brain. And a good practical test of the sound- 
ness of this view is the 'very effective method of 
treating such syncope or fainting by pressure upon 
the belly (the front wall of the abdomen). This is 
simply effected by causing "the sitting patient to 
bend far forward so that the belly presses upon 
the thighs and the head hangs below the knees— a 
first aid maneuver daily employed by dentists, nose 
and throat specialists and others .

which 


gave so many Infant Industries In 
the United States an opportuity to 
expand to a degree sufficient to meet 
post-war 
competition in the 
home 


market and to convert the country 
from an Import to an 'export basis. 
Prior to the European conflagration 


the United States purchased on an 
average more than 110.000.000 pounds 
of macaroni 
annually from 
other 


countries. 
Italy had the bigr end of 


this desirable business and supplied 
96 per cent of our imports. 


MOST FROM ITALY 
Italy still furnishes the bulk of our 


important macaroni. 80 per cent being 
her quota last year, but our receipts 
from abroad have dropped to such 
a point that Italy sold us only 3.625, 
000 pounds as compared with an aver- 
age of 109,000,000 pounds before the 
war. 
Oour forign sales total only 


about 7,500,000 pounds annually at 
present, but they are materially in 
excess of our imports, and American 
manufacturers are making a drive to 
capture a, much, larger share of the 
world's business. 


Exports of macaroni from the six 


principal export countries 
averaged 


in 'pre-war years about 
178,000.000 


pounds, of which Italy supplied 140,- 
000.000 pounds, or 79 per cent, and 
China 33.000,000 pounds, or 19 per 
cent. Shipments from France amount- 
ed to 3.000,000 pounds, and from Ger- 
many and Spain less than a million 
pounds each.

FROM SOUTH 


The potato originated 
in a 
wild 


state In South America and was cul- 
tivated lonp before Columbus discov- 
ered America. It was first brought to 
Europe by the, Spaniards early m the 
sixteenth century and was spread] 
from Spain to the Netherlands and 
litaly, but only to be cultivated in few 
gardens as a curiosity, not as an ar- 
ticle of food for general use. It 
ap- 


pears to have been taken to Ireland 
from Virginia by Hawkins, a slave 
driver, in the year of 1565. then to 
England by Sir Francis Drake in 15S5. 
It attracted little attention until it 
•was a third time imported from Amer- 
ica by Sir Walter Raleigh. 


It •was a long time before it began 


to be cultivated extensively. The Roy- 
al Society adopted measures in 1663 
for extending the growing of potatoes 
as a preventive of famines. Serious 
famines In Ireland caused the adop- 
tion of this idea generally there, and 
.the potato was extensively cultivated. 
2The potato was the only thing that 
stood, between the people of Ireland 
and starvation in 1846 and 1847. This 
undoubtedly is the reason why pota- 
toes are referred to as Irish potatoes, 
as distinct from sweet potatoes. 


It is said that when Sir Walter Ra- 


leigh 'returned 
from 
America, he 


•Brought back a few seed which he in- 
structed his gardener to plant. As the 


w, the potato balls formed on 


them and these balls were, thought to 
be fruit that the 
potato vine pro- 


duced. These potato balls were care- 
fully picked prepared and served at a 
dinner given by Raleigh. He was so 
disgusted •with the taste that he or- 
"dered the vines to be torn up by the 
roots which revealed the real fruit of 
the potato.

Agriculture, or one ot the- earthen- 
ware devices In which air Is cooled 


%byc the; rapid evaporation» of water. 
Foods may* also be kept col as*well 
as hot in heat-tight containers, such 
as fireless cookers and vacuum-jack- 
eted 
bottles. 
These 
devices, of 


course, will not make' the food cooler 
than it was when placed In them. 


On some farms 
the cold 
water 


pumped from deep wells for the live 
stock may first be used to cool foods 
by 
running it thrugh 
a suitable 


storage box, or a house or box may 
be built over a. spring: ,or a brook. 
Foods in tight containers may also 
be lowered into the cool air of the 
cistern or well, but If the water is 
used for drinking great care mus- 
be taken not to let foods fall into 
it.
